CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


Tho Geary toor Before the United 


States Supreme Court. 


ARGUIERT OF CHARLES B. ALBRICH, 


Solicitor General, In Support of the 


Constitutionality oi the LAW—The 


Right oi the Government to 


Regulate Immigration. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—In the Chi- 


nese exclusion case in the supreme 
court yesterday, Mr. Charles H. Al- 
Irich, solicitor general, appeared on 
lehalf of the United States and argued 
n favor of the constitutionality of the 
Jeary law. These cases, he contended, 
could not be distinguished from theCbl- 
ocse exclusion case (130 United Stated, 
581). in which the court had decided 
most of the points at issue. The Geary 
act had not for its purpose the deporta- 
ion of Chinese laborers, as counsel for 
he petitioners erroneously assumed, 
>ut to provide a system of identifies* 
ion and registration for such as were 
here.

The means by which the 
dentification is attained, the solicitor 
general contended, were also lawful

'an opinion (he continued) which, as 
bliall seek to show, is equivalent to a

ples of the law of nations." 


Mr Aldrich maintained (1) the right 
tt congresH to require aliens or citizens 
« register or obtain certificates of 
dcntUicntion; (a) the power of con- 
press to restrict and even forbid such 
numeration, he said, must be conceded 
•s a question of both international and 
onstitutional law. Of the necessity 
or such exclusion, the political de- 
mrtments are the sole judges. The ju- 
'.iuary cannot pass upon that question, 
IK! so and for like reasons it is thought 
bat the methods and means by which 
he political departments seek to regn- 
atc, limit or terminate the residence 
f such aliens as are already here are 
ikcwise exclusively within the Jurls- 
icfcion of the political departments and 
Beyond the confines of judicial power, 
lie legislation under consideration, he 
ontendcd, was authorized 
by the 


erins of the treaty of November, 1680, 
which reserves the right on the part of 
he United States to "regulate, limit 
r suspend such coming or residence." 
Mr. Aldrich's third point was that "a 
lation has a right, according to inter- 
latlonal law, to prescribe the terms 
,pon which the citizens or subjects of 
tber nations shall be admitted to its, 
i-irltory; to forbid such admission, or, 
aving admitted such citizens and sub- 
nets, to regulate and limit their resi- 
encc therein, and, whenever it chooses 
0 do so, suspend such residence alto- 
frether, and require that they shall 


iepart its territory. 
The fourth point was that the United 
<tates was a nation possessing like 
rowers with other nations to exercise 
he ordinary and necessary means of 
(self-preservation. Prom this it follows 
hat "there is a police power of the 
Tnited States which extends to and 
mbraces alt subjects confined to the 
•cneral government and against the 
xercises of which a Chinese alien res- 
dent laborer is not entitled to Invoke 
he guarantees of the constitution of 
,he United States, designed for the 
irotectlon of its citizens and citizens of 
ho several states." 
In conclusion, the solicitor general 


gaid "Assuming the maxim that the 


,fety of the people is the supreme 
aw, then the police power in its rela- 
ions to every subject of danger, must, 
imler our system, rest in the states or 
he United States or the people. If 
he latter, it occurs to me that the Chi- 
nese residents in this country have 
nued to repeat the old prayer that they 
may be saved from their friends (or 
counsel); for if they can induce the 
coxirt to hold that the power does not 
>elong to the federal government, but 
ret rests in the people of the several 
itates, no person who has witnessed 
the evils of Chinese immigration and 
competition with our laborers can 
loubt that the people of the states af- 
iicted therewith will promptly rid 
,heraselves of the baneful presence by 
nppropropriate legislation to that end."

ton, roncludeil the argument. Through- 
out tho progress of the argument court 
and spectators alike gave marked at- 
.ontion 


Mr Choate, in the course of his re- 


marks, referred to the assertion in the 
muted argument of the solicitor gen- 
iral that the Chinese residents of this 
country had failed to register under 
:)ie law in pursuance to advice of coun- 
sel. 
"On the contrary," said Mr. 


Choate, "my advice, and that of all the 
counsel associated with me in the case, 
lias been for the Chinese to register, 
but they did not." 


While discussing the point that the 


law was faulty in attempting to vest 
judicial power not in any count, but in 
1 United States judge "upon the wing," 
Mr. Choate was interrupted by Mr. Jus- 
tice Gray, who asked, "What do yon 
nay as to the power of any United 
States judge to issue writs of habeas 
corpus?' To which the attorney re- 
sponded: "I thought your honors 
would ask me that question and looked 
It up The authority is vested in the 
United States courts by the first seo- 
tion of the law, and it is there declared 
that any judge may issue the writ."

PARIS, May 11.—Attorney-General Sir 


Charles Bussell, of counsel for Great 
Britain before the Behring sea court of 
arbitration, began his address yester- 
day in behalf of the British case. The 
court room was thronged with English 
and American residents of Paris and 
with visitors from abroad. Sir Charles 
began by bestowing generous praise on 
the arguments of Messrs. Carter and 
Coudert, of counsel for the United 
State, as full of intellectual allure- 
ments. Nevertheless, Sir Charles went 
on to say that he thought that Mr. 
Carter's line of arguments had taken 
him into the misty clouds of ethical 
discussion, which had ao bearing on 
the ease. He had also built strong- 
holds which were legally indefensible. 
For instance, the theory that foreign 
vessels could be seized in time of peace; 
that pelagic sealing was criminal, and 
that seals, although wild, were never- 
theless American property because 
they possessed the animum revertendl, 
displayed a remarkable confusion of 
ideas. 


Neither internal nor municipal law 


would confer property in seals, were 
the dispute between persona Instead of 
nations. On some points Sir Charles 
stated that he agreed with the Ameri- 
can counsel, because they drew right 
conclusions, based on wrong premises. 
Sir Charles admitted that the legal 
question for decision by the tribunal 
contained in article 6 should be sub- 
mitted to the arbiters as jurists. This, 
however, implied that the tribunal of 
arbitration must declare what the law 
is, not attempt to make the law Sir 
Charles agreed with the Americans 
thai it was preferable that the seals 
should be exterminated rather than 
that the tribunal should swerve from 
the. straight lino of the law. 


The whole question had been exag- 


gerated. The counsel of the United 
States had dwelt upon the cost of 
Alaska and the value of that territory 
to the United States on account of the 
seals; but at the time of the purchase 
of Alaska the United States did not 
take the seals into consideration. 


This statement by Sir Charles caused 


a lengthy discussion as to the correct- 
ness of the assertion, Baron dc Conrcet, 
president of the tribunal, American ar- 
bitrators Harlan and Morgan, and Hon. 
E. J. Phelps, of counsel for the United 
States, taking part in the discussion, 
and various points were brought ou t 
relating to the purchase of Alaska.
